1. A method for delivering a medicament to an individual comprising^fcfie 
steps of: 

providing a product that includes a gum base center and a coding that 
substantially surrounds the center, the coating comprising at least 50% bj^weight of the 
proaUet, the coating including a medicament; 

lewing the product to cause the medicament to be released from the product 
into the buccal cavity of the individual; and 

continuing to chew the product thereby creating a ffuid pressure causing the 
medicament to era^r the systemic system of the individj^l through an oral mucosa of 
the individual.
